W illiam H. Anderson Declares He Is 


a Prisoner of W ar. 


New York, March 26.— Declaring he 
was a “ prisoner of war," W illiam H. 
Anderson, former .superintendent of 
the New York Anti-Saloon league, ar­ 
rived at Sing Sing prison to begin a 
sentence of from one to two yeat^ 
for forgery. 
About 50 persons stared 
at the former dry leader as he got off 
bhe train, guarded 
by two 
deputy 
sheriffs, each holding one of his coat 
sleeves. 
The three entered a taxicab 
and 
drove 
rapidly 
to

prison, 
where the chief clerk took Anderson’s 
pedigree and assigned him No. 75,745. 
The new prisoner was then led to 
the bath and a prison uniform issued 
him, after which his cell was assign­ 
ed.

Old est British Custo m 
Revived During the Wa r 


W hen the war flung the world into 
confu sion it laid its hand on the old­ 
est cu stom in the British Isles, a most 
cu riou s practice that had come from 
the far-off time of the Dru ids and had 
flou rished from then withou t a b reak 
u ntil the year 1915. 
In Bu rghead, a 
little fishing place on the Moray firth, 
this cu stom had b een practiced from 
the very daw n of hu m an society. 
It 
is the strange ritu al of the b u rning of 
the clavie. 
T he clavie Is made of a half b arrel 
rou ghly pu t together and attached to 
a long pole b y which it is carried. 
A 
stone is u sed to ha m m e r in the wood­ 
en pegs that serve for nails, for it is 
considered as u nlawfu l to allow iron 
to tou ch the wood. 
Old tales tell h 
a wicker b asket with a 
fish 
inside 
u sed to b e b u rned. 
P erhaps when the 
first Dru id lighted the first clavie the 
sacrifice was something greater than 
a 
fish. 
Within 
more 
recent 
times 
neither b asket nor fish appears, b u t 
the clavie is filled with chips of wood 
and 
shavings 
plentifu lly 
sprinkled 
with tar. 
The whole mass is set en 
fire b y means of b u rning peat. 
With an oil cin over Ids shou lder, 
the clavie b earer lifts his b u rnirm m •* 
den on his hack and sets off to the 
of a Roman camp, rocky promontory 
flint thru sts itself ou t into the sea. 
i lore a stone pede- al has b een erect­ 
ed to hold the fire. 
in this strange ritu al Dru idien] and 
Christian cu stoms a re 
strangely 
in­ 
terwoven. 
The lighting with peat was 
pagan and harks b ack to the sacrificial 
fires of Baal. 
T he circling of the vil­ 
lage su nward is from the same sou rce. 
To the Dru ids the* <u n was an imme­ 
diate ob ject of worship. 
The u se of 
wooden pegs rather than of iron nails 
and the u se of a stone Instead of a 
ham m er nre Christian, for the early 
Christian wou ld not u se the iron with 
which ou r Lord was 
nailed 
to

cross. 
Why the cu stom lingered in qu aint 
little i>u rghead we cannot tell. 
In 
« 015 the adm iralty forb ade the show- 
ng of nil lights seaw ard and the calvie 
vas left u nkindled. 
In 1019. however, 
this sole British su rvival of the wnr- 
hip of fire, the first of all religions 
and ritu als, was rekindled.

California Cork Trees 
It is said that within the past dec 
ade cork culture has shown promise 
of becoming one of the Important In 
diistrtes of (’iilifornia. A considerable 
acreage of Spanish cork oak is now in 
cultivation at the forest plantation 
owned by the University of California. 
and all of tile trees are, it is said 
thriving and growing vigorously. 
On 
the elder trees there is a good growth 
o f young bark, some of it more than an 
Inch in thickness. 
Most of tim trees are now about 
seven years old and are from twenty* 
five to thirty feet in height and from 
eight to ten inches in diameter at the 
butts. This culture has been made in 
ordinary soil.

Arbor day has become associated all 
ov er the United .States with* patriotic 
and esthetic as well as economic ideas. 
It is at once a means of doing prac­ 
tical good to the community and an 
incentiv e to civ ic betterment, says the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
The planting of trees by school 
children is usually accompanied by 
ceremonies intended both to impress 
upon those present the beauty of trees 
and their efFect in improv ing the ap­ 
pearance of school grounds, streets, 
park s and highways and to lead them 
to a realization of the v alue of com­ 
munity national foresight. 
Time of Observance Varies. 
The time of observ ance of Arbor day 
v aries greatly In different states and 
countries, being determined somewhat 
by the climatic conditions. 
Sometimes 
a day which is already a holiday is 
selected, as in Alabama and Texas, 
where Washington’s birthday has been 
chosen. 
In many states of the Union 
it is combined with “bird day.” 
In 
general the date Is early In the year 
in the South and Is set further along 
toward summer In the more northern 
states, beginning In February and end­ 
ing in May. More than half the states 
hav e enacted a law for the observ ance 
of that day. 
Planting of trees on Arbor day can 
prov ide a direct economic resource 
only in comparativ ely treeless regions 
or where windbreak s and timber and 
fuel for the home and neighborhood 
use are needed 
Forest plantations, 
whose chief purpose is the raising of 
timber for commercial use or the pro­ 
tection 
of 
watersheds 
upon 
which 
cities and towns depend for their wa­ 
ter supply, must be left to foresters. 
Howev er, yearly plantings accompa­ 
nied by appropriate exercises serv e to 
k eep the people continually reminded 
of the v alue and necessity of the work 
of the foresters, and they hav e such a 
far-reaching effect on the community 
spirit, and through that on economic 
and social betterment, that no commu­ 
nity can afford to neglect Arbor day. 
Teach Important Lesson. 
An ev en more Important lesson—-the 
damage, done to our natural park s and 
woods by the thoughtless and selfish 
v andal—may be taught through a Ju­ 
dicious observ ance of the day. 
What 
fire is to the forest, this marauder is 
to the community park and woodlands 
in the destruction of ornamental trees 
and shrubs. 
The national and state 
gov ernments are using ev ery possible 
means to educate the public in the care 
of the forest, whose relation to the 
welfare of man is becoming more and 
better understood with ev ery passing 
year of education and co-operation.

Alfalfa Is One of Most 
Profitable Farm Crops 
Where the soil is suitable for al­ 
falfa, it is one of th** most profitable 
urops for the stock man, the div ersified 
farmer, or the cotton 
farmer, and 
where possible, ev ery farm 
should 
hav e an alfalfa patch, the size to be 
gov erned by the amount of hay and 
pasturage needed to maintain the liv e 
stock k ept on the farm. Many hav e 
been discouraged because some w riter 
would hav e one think that its require­ 
ments are such as to exclude the av er­ 
age dirt farmer. 
By following a few 
simple suggestions any farmer can 
tell whether his soil is suited to grow 
alfalfa, and should the soil be suit­ 
ed. he can. by carefully observ ing a 
few points, grow it successfully and 
with profit to himself. 


Reduction Made in Cost 
by Using Very Best Seed 
If farmers had to use the seed gen­ 
erally grown fifty years ago, many of 
them would be bank rupt and the re­ 
mainder would be producing crops at 
40 per cent greater cost than at the 
present time. 
Lik ewise it would be 
possible to mak e a further reduction 
of 15 per cent by using today the v ery 
best seed of v arieties k nown to be 
adapted 
to 
our 
conditions. 
These 
statements are based on 
figures com­ 
plied by the Kansas State Agricultural 
college in which seed such as 
was 
used in early day s has been compared 
with v arieties generally grown at the 
present time. 


Pa p er Is Ma d e Fro m 
Refuse o f Sug a r Ca ne 


The 
manufacture 
of 
paper 
from 
bagasse, the dry refuse of sugar cane 
after the juice 
; * ¡-n expressed, lias 
often been adv ocated, but nev er ac­ 
complished on a commercial scale. The 
increased cost of wood pulp has stim­ 
ulated experiments for solv ing this 
problem. 
It has long been k nown that 
excellent pap**r can be made from 
sugar cane fiber, but the difficulty has 
been to preserv e the fiber intact while 
extracting the juioe for sugar mak ing. 
The present machinery cuts and tears 
the fiber so that the bagasse is lit only 
fur fuel. 
Some time 
there was organized 
in Cuba a company which has con­ 
structed a large plant to mak e u 
practical test of a patented process 
for expressing the juice and conserv ­ 
ing the fiber and pulp for paper. 
The 
fiber is separated from the pulp by 
machinery, and then by ev aporation 
the water is eliminated, leav ing the 
dry 
fiber and pulp containing 
the 
solids and sucrose, from which sugar 
is made. 
The fiber and pulp are then 
baled separately for shipment to tile 
United States, where the sugar is ex­ 
tracted by diffusion. 
By this treatment the fiber is un­ 
injured and can be used in mak ing 
high-grade paper at a considerable 
sav ing, as compared with the cost of 
wood pulp. 
The residue from the 
pulp is also suitable for low-grade 
paper. 
It is claimed that the prelim­ 
inary tests hav e prov ed successful and

practical test of a patented process 
for expressing the juice and conserv­ 
ing the fiber and pulp for paper. 
The 
fiber is separated from the pulp by 
machinery, and then by evaporation 
the water is eliminated, leaving the 
dry 
fiber and pulp 
containing 
the 
solids and sucrose, from which sugar 
is made. 
The fiber and pulp are then 
baled separately for shipment to Hie 
United States, where the sugar is ex­ 
tracted by diffusion. 
By this treatment the fiber Is un­ 
injured and con be used in making

Pittsburgh.— So many deaths from 
carbon monox ide, a gas present in the 
ex haust 
from automobiles, 
hav e oc­ 
curred throughout the country during 
the past few months that the Pitts­ 
burgh station, United States bureau of 
mines, lias been prompted to call the 
attention of the public to Its danger. 
Seldom a day passes at this season 
but the death of one or more persons 
is recorded.- Fatalities are particu­ 
larly noticeable in the natural 
gas 
belt of Pennsy lv ania, Ohio and West 
Virginia, while deaths from the ex ­ 
haust gas of automobiles are increas­ 
ing. 
Carbon monox ide Is giv en off in 
quantities 
by 
burning 
natural 
gas, 
while It is practically alway s present 
in the ex haust from gasoline engines. 
Thousands of houses in the natural 
gas belt hav e no Hues for carry ing 
off waste gases, which, in such cases, 
¡» ass off into the room where the fire 
is burning. 
If all windows and doors 
are closed, as they may be In cold 
weather when gas is being consumed, 
the effect sooner or later becomes ap­ 
parent on the occupants. They become 
dull and sleepy and, if not aroused, 
may pass into unconsciousness and 
ev entually die. 
The bureau recommends that when 
a gas heater without a fine is used, 
n window or door be partly open at all 
times; half an inch or so will answer. 
The danger from 
waste automobile 
gases is no less real. 
If the engine 


h a s to be kept running in the garage, 
'he garage must be v entilated. 
Driv ­ 
es are warned nev er to crawl nnd* r 
a car when the engine is running, no 
matter how good the v entilation. 
And 
sittin g in an automobile, in a garage 
with the engine in motion, is distinct­ 
ly a dangerous thing to do. 
Another hazard of ex haust gas 
1» 
that of sitting in a tightly closed auto­ 
mobile on a highway , or elsewhere, 
with the engine going. 
Tlie car may 
he fitted with a leaky heater, through 
which the ex haust gets Into and con­ 
centrates in the car, or the ex haust 
from the muffler, in some manner, gets 
in and accumulates in its confinement. 
“ If people must sit In an automobile,” 
say s the bureau, “ they must hav e some 
fresh air entering the tonneau. 
Other­ 
wise they are play ing with death.”

Many Victims of Carbon 
Monoxide, Says Bureau. 


Pittsburgh.—So many deaths from 
carbon monoxide, a gas present in the 
exhaust from automobiles, have oc­ 
curred throughout the country during 
the past few months that the Pitts­ 
burgh station, United States bureau of 
mines, has been prompted to call the 
attention of the public to Its danger. 
Seldom a day passes at this season 
but the death of one or more persons 
is recorded.- Fatalities are particu­ 
larly noticeable in the natural gas 
belt of Pennsylvania, Ohio and West 
Virginia, while deaths from the ex­ 
haust gas of automobile# are increas­ 
ing. 
Carbon monoxide la given off in 
quantities by burning natural 
gas, 
while It is practically always present 
in the exhaust from gasoline engines. 
Thousands of houses in the natural 
gas belt have no Hues for carrying 
off waste gases, which, in such cases, 
pass off into the room where the fire 
is burning. 
If all windows and doors 
are closed, as they may be In cold 
weather when gas is being consumed, 
the effect sooner or later becomes ap­ 
parent on the occupants. They become 
dull and sleepy and, If not aroused, 
may pass Into unconsciousness and 
eventually die. 
The bureau recommends that when 
a gas heater without a flue is used, 
a window or door be partly open at till 
rimes; half an inch or so will answer. 
The danger from waste automobile 
gases is no less real. 
If the engine 
has to be kept running in the garage, , 
the garage must be ventilated. 
Driv- j 
ers are warned never to crawl under 
a ear when the engine is running, no ; 
matter how good the ventilation. And 
bitting In an automobile, in a garage, 
with the engine in motion, is distinct­ 
ly a dangerous thing to do. 
Another hazard of exhaust gas is 
that of sitting in a tightly closed auto­ 
mobile on a highway, or elsewhere, 
with the engine going. 
The ear may 
be fitted with a leaky heater, through 
which the exhaust gets Into and con­ 
centrates In the car. or the exhaust 
from the muffler, In some manner, gets 
in and accumulates In its confinement. 
"If people must sit In an automobile,” 
says the bureau, “they must have some 
fresh air entering the tonneau. Other­ 
wise they are playing with death.”

Irish famine times is now existing In 
the Hebrides, th© group of forsaken 
islands off the bleak coast of Scot- 
land, where, of the population of 40,- 
OOO, there are 30,000 people starving 
and powerless themselves to relieve 
their condition. 
At the best these people barely 
make a lievellhood. 
Their life is a 
continual struggle against a relentless 
climate and a still more relentless 
soil. 
The last year has been more 
than usually hard. 
To help these people Is a problem. 
They live In poor huts, talk only their 
own language and have a hearty dis­ 
like for anything English or modern. 
But the real tragedy is that they re­

They have stubbornly refused to do 
this for the last hundred years. 
The Islanders regard with suspicion 
the efforts of any outsider to help 
them.

Many Scotch charitable organiza­ 
tions are combining to offer relief to 
the islanders, but at tin* best their 
charity could only serve to keep them 
until next winter when it is more than 
probable the same conditions will be 
repeated.
